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LESSON IN HOME DRESSMAKING 


| A Coat That Gives an Equally Smart Account of Itself 
in Rajah, Ribbed Silk or Taffeta 
| 


ASHION says that one must think of the Spring jacket in terms 
of intriguing smartness and simplicity. Paris has made it easier 
_ for the home dressmaker to solve the problem by designing this 
straight-line model, which lends itself to development in rajah-ribbed 
silk, taffeta; crépe satin, cheviot, twill, and all of the other materials 
that are to be worn. The model calls for 4 yards 
of 36-inch or 3 yards of 54-inch material, with 3 
yards of crepe de Chine for the lining. 


There .will be no difficulty in cutting cither the 
coat or the lining if the home dressmaker first 
carefully studies the cutting guide, select- 
ing the one for the width of material that 
she has selected for her jacket. The notches 
and perforations must be carefulfy indi- 
cated. Then sew the seams together in 
numerical order. 


First, side-front--K. is sewn to front L, . 
with upper and lower edges even. Sew 
side-back to back in the same way. Then 
close underarm seam and shoulder seam 
of the jacket. 


Next arrange the underfacing underneath the 
front, with notches and corresponding edges 
even, close seam of collar, and arrange collar- 
facing on collar. Sewcollar to neck edge. Join 
sleeve, easing in any fulness at elbow between 
the notches. Leave extensions free. Turn un- 
der extension on section F on medium perfo- 
rations, lap on section E, and finish for closing. 
Hem ‘sleeve on small perfo- 
rations. Sew sleeve in arm- 
hole, with small perforation at 
shoulder seam and seam of sleeve 
at side seam of jacket. After 
stitching the sleeve, place the 
top’ over an ironing-board and 
carefully press out all evidences 
of fulness. Trim with buttons, ' 
and, if preferred, pockets may 
be added.

Oil Refinery 


Fire of unknown origin which 
for a time threatenéd ‘the depdt 
of the Standard Oil company at 
Rodeo and trains of the Southern 
Pacific company , completely de- 
stroyed the oil refining plant of 
the Banner Oil company Sunday 
afternoon, shortly after 4 o‘clock. 

The Banner Oi) refinery consist- 
ed of five buildings, including two 
two-story bui'dings, which hcfised 
the refinery, a warehouse, an of- 
fice building and a pump house. 
All of the bu'ldings were entire- 
ly destroyed. The damage is esti-« 
mated at $80,000. 

So rapidly did the flames gain 
headway that the volunteer fire 
department was unable to fight 
the blaze and was forced to de= 
vote its efforts to saving adjoin« 
ing buildings. Two fire engines 
were sent by the Southern Paci- 
fic company from their yards in 
Oakland and another was_ sent 
from Port Costa. 

Explosions at the burning plant 
showered the adjacent property 
with pieces of metal, some ot 
which weighed approximately sixty 
pounds. Ijaildings in the vicinity 
were damaged by the weight 0? 
the projecticles. iFremen succeed- 
ed in preventing the other build- 
ings from catching fire. No one 
was injured in the fire. 

The Banner plant owned by the 
Union Oil company, adjoined the 
Southern Pacific plant close to 
the distributing depot of the Stan- 
dard Oil company. So intense was 
the heat from the blaze that the 
paint on the depot was scorched. 
Workers succeeded in removing the 
trucks and oil, drums before they 
caught fire. 

/The plant had not been in Op- 
eration for some time and it is 
understood that the Stilson Chem- 
ical company of Martinez had 


been negotiating for the property. !

air, Fred Zeigler, 21, formerly of 
Richmond, plunged to his death 
at Patterson field near San Jose 
Sunday.

body was crushed. He died before 
anybody had reached the scene ot 
the fall. 

No reason for the accident can 
be learned as the parachute had
